The Revenue. 

[Toronto Olobv, Jnly 39.] 

The Di'oposals of the Governmont hi 
the HebBiou ot 1874 to iucronse tlie rate 
of taxatiou were met, it will bo rocol- 
leoted, at the time by the nssoitiou 
that no iucreaae was necessary, and so 

. lately as during^ the Heosion of 1775 
eimilar argumonta wove used 'oy Dr. 
Tupper, the chief spokesman of the 
Opposition, to show that the new taxes 
would result, not in covering a deficit, 
but in creating a emrplua of some three 
millions of dollars, or about the 

. amount it was sought by a re-adjust 
ment of the tariff to provide. More 
recently a contrary opinion has been 
current, and fears have been express- 
ed in certain quarters that the revenue 
would fall short of tbo expenditure. It 
is therefore satisfactory to bo able to 
state, that neither tho predictions of 
Dr. Tupper, tounded on the argument 
that the new taxes had imposed need- 
less burdens upon the paople, nor the 
alarmist anticipations last referred to, 
are likely to be realized. The revenue 
for the year just expired will, we be- 
lieve, approximate very closely to tho 
anticipations of the Finance Minister 
In most items the receipts will be ra 
therin excess of than under Hilx 
Oartwright's estimate. There may be 
some slight f^lling oiV in the revenue 
from excise, but that is mniuly, if not 
exclusively, due to tho large amount 
paid in during April, 1874, in_ expec 
tation of taritt changes on dutiable ar 
ticles, which thus to a certain extent 
anticipated the revenue properly be 
longing to 1874-G. It is, of courso. 
too early to speak with certainty of tho 
revenue of 1875-G, but unless affairs 
take a turn much more unfaTorable 
than there seems to be any reason so 
far to expect, with the prospect of 
fair harvest, and tho expenditure on 
public works of very large funds al- 
ready provided, there is no present 
cause for doubting that tho rate of 
taxation adopted in 1874 will prove 
equal to all contingencies. The be- 
lief that this is tho case is calculated 
to inspire public confidence, in the 
first place because frequent alterations 
of tlio tariff are ombarassing, and 
create uncertainty in the operations of 
commerce, and, secondly, because at 
a period of general depression no one 
wishes to pay one dollar more in taxes 
than is absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Cartwright, too, may bo com- 
plimented on the fact that tho resulL 
thus shown in a manner perfectly in 
controvertible effectually answers tho 
criticisms he has had to encounter. 
The original allegation that no deficit 
would exist at the close of the finan- 
cial year 1873-4 was a surprise to most 
people. In 1873 Mr. Tilley had dis- 
tinctly admitted that in view of tho 
increased expenditure a readjustment 
of tho tariff was impending. He esti- 
mated the revenuo for 1873-4 at ^21,- 
700,000, and the expenditure at over 
822,500,000; but a/ler t/iis estimcUe had been 
made, numerous further charges were 
added to tho expefldituro of the tlion 
ensuing year, so tlmt instead (jf v-2,- 
500,000," the total amount for which 
tho House was asked to provide was 
nearly $24,000,000, and to this was 
subsequently added the cost of the 
elections — not anticipated by Mr. 
Tilley — and one or two other accountH 
also unforeseen. So that it wrh only 
reasonable, unless, indeed, Mr. Tilley 
was altogether in error— and nobody 
has attempted to cast doubt on his 
statements — that a deficit must arise 
to the amount of from $-2, 000,000 to 
13,000,000 in lHT;!-i if tbo wholo sum 
voted should be spout, and no extra- 
ordinary aceeasion of rovonuo beyond 
Mr. Tilloy's expectations should take 
place. 

The additional duties increased -in 

tho ordinary course of things tho Cus- 
toms and Excise receipts, but further 
than thin no less than :?1, 700,000 was 
received from tlio two aourcos above 
named between tho first and twentieth 
of April, 1874, over and above tho re- 
ceipts from the same sources in the 
corresponding period of 1873, tho dif- 
ference being caused by tlie rush to 
clear dutiablo or oxoiaable goods which 
it waa oxpeeted would be affected by 
the forthcoming tariff alterations. As 
a consequence 1873-4 showed a small 
surplus. It v?as, however, to meet 
the necoHsitios of 1874-5 rathor than 
those of 1873-74 that tho new duties 
wore imposed. The estimates for that 
year were, of course, chiefly framed 
upon the arrangements already made 
by the lato Government, who had but 
recently quitted office, and amounted 
to 124,883,000, or just $3,100,000 in 
excess of the revenue us obtiinatod by 
Mr. Tilley for 1873-74; as good a proof 
BB could bo found that Mr. Cartwright 
had good reason for imposing a simi- 
lar amount in tho shape of additional 
taxes. 

Nor has the state of trade since the 
change of duties ut all justified the 
aSBumption that there would have 
been any considerable increase in the 
revenue without this further provision 
ou tho part of tho Legislature. In 

1871- 2 tho duties from Customs worn 
$12,787,082, and from Excise j;!,7;(5,- 
G51,oratotal from these two chief 
items of revenue of $17,523,(;38; in 

1872- 3 they amounti'd rcHpeotively to 
$12,954,164 luid ?1.4(;0,(;81, or a total 
of $17,41'J,84r), Tlio inq)ortatiun.s un- 
der tho head of "dutiablo" goods, in 
1 874 only exceeded those of 1873 by 
Komo four and a half millions. Of this 
ubout ono-third was due to the admis- 
sion of Prince Edward Island into tho 
Pominiou, one-tliird to tho transfer 
t>S owtttin lU-ticles f*9iA the free list to 



tho dutiable list, and the balance to 
the rush of goods immediately pre- 
vious to tho change of tariff already 
referred to. So that, apart from these 
exceptional considerations, there liad 
been no ground to anticipate any largo 
accessions to tho revenuo from tbo 
movomonts of trade. In fact tho to- 
tal imports of the Dominion in 1871 
were $127,404,000 as against ^127,- 
614,694 in 1873, being a slight de- 
crease. All these data] combine to 
show that, having regard to the im- 
portanoe of providing for tho demands 
of the public service and tho para- 
mount necessity for maintaiuiiig tho 
credit of tho country abroad, Mr. 
Cartwrigbt was only exercising com- 
mon prudence and forethought in tak- 
ing what is always the unpopular step 
of increasing tho taxation of the coun- 
try so that the public balance shoot 
might'show, not a deficit, but such a 
moderate surplus as would provide a 
mar^u against any unforeseen contin- 
gencies.
